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PREFACE. 


HE Third Portion of Major Cartyon-BritTTon’s unrivalled Col- 

lection of Saxon and Norman Coins now offered for sale will 
be found to be but little behind the second portion, in interest 
and rarity, which was sold at these rooms just two years ago. 

The collection detailed in the following pages contains many 
excellent coins of the Saxon period, including quite a remarkable 
collection of the Stycas and Pennies of Northumbria. 

Again, in this sale, the coins of Offa and the Kings and 
Archbishops of Kent, and the other rulers of the times of the 
Heptarchy, will be noted. There is also a fine series of the later 
Saxon coinage, such as those of Aethelred II to the Confessor. 

As before, the Post-Conquest Pennies are largely in evidence, 
and include all the known main types, those of William Rufus 
being both rare and very desirable. Again, as in the last cata- 
logue, there will be found a fine array of the coins of Henry I, 
and especially those of Hawkins 262. There are also included 
a few more coins of Stephen, a very rare Penny of William de 


Moion (lot 1974), and one of the Empress Matilda (lot 1975).

subject of an interesting paper by Mr. Andrew at the Brit. Num. 
Society’s rooms, 15 July, 1908, in which he suggested that the 
type was issued by Robert de Ferrers, Earl of Derby, during 
Stephen’s captivity in the summer of 1141, when, in consequence 
of the Empress Matilda being in possession of London, the Earl 
would be precluded from obtaining official dies, and would be 
thrown upon his own resources for supplies of currency. He 
would no doubt employ the local seal cutter to sink the dies, and 
this would explain the unusual character of both workmanship 
and lettering. He identified the moneyer as ‘“ Walkelin the 
Moneyer of Derby” referred to in contemporary deeds.
